FILLEY ON MACK. 


Jos. Babington Macaulay McCullagh 
Does Not Disturb Washington. 


Chauncey Says Joseph Found He 
Was Fighting Wina. 


National Barnarles—Fitz Porter to be 
Reinstated— Washington 
Sews—Political.

WASHINGTON, Feprruary 22.—Mr. Filley 
Says that he is satisfied that, notwithstanding 
the visit of Jos. Babington Macaulay Mc- 
Cullagh, the Potomac _ still courses 
its way undisturbed to the sea; that its 
depths are undisturbed; that the 
public buildings still stand undisturbed 
upon their foundations; that the Executive 
still stands; that the President still lives, 
disturbed onlv by 

JOSEPH’S LONG UNANSWERED TALK; 

it does not require a pass for any Mis- 
sourian to get into the departments of the 
White House; that the dome of the 
Capitol still stadns, Joseph found that he 
was fighting wind, that whatever was being 
done practically was being done through the 
State Republican Committee; that no re- 
movals had been recommended by it of any 
Presidential official in Missouri; that 
Mr. Filley had not made a  ~single 
recommendation of that kind. It appears 
that the onlv recommendations of that kind 
have emanated from the Globe-Democrat 
office, and they have recommended cuanges in 
every Federal office in St. Louis nearly except 
the Post-office and the Marshal’s. Mr. 
Filley says that all matter concerning the 
politics of Missouri of which Mr. Macaulay 
M cCullagh feels aygrieved, wil be settled in- 
side the State of Missouri. Mr. Filley stands 
as the unanimous selection of the State 
Convention for the State Committee at large, 
‘and was by the State Committee unanimous- 
elected its chairman. When Joseph holds 
any such relationship ‘to the 
party Mr. Filley will consult him, as he has 
heretofore shown by the record his disposi- 
tion to do the G.-D. upon anv party matter 
that affected the State. Mr. Filley seems en- 
tirely satisfied with his standing and is not 
seeking any position. 


The Condition of Thos. Allen.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 22.—The 
condition of the Hon. Thos. Allen is littie 
changed to-day. Your correspondent called 
at the hotel to see his son, and was informed 
by him that the familv is hopeful yet. 

HIS CONDITION IS VERY SERIOUS, 

**His condition is fairiy told in the Post 
editorial this morning,’ said the junior Mr. 
Allen. The editorial referred to is as follows: 
“*The friends of the Hon. Thos. Allen, of the 
Second Missouri District,will deeply regret to 
learn that the illness from which he has been 
suffering ever since his arrival in Wash- 
ington has assumed a more. serious 
phase, and his family, who are now with 
him atthe Arlington,are exceedingly anxious, 
if not apprehensive, as to the result. Though 
comparatively unknown in political life, Mr. 
Allen has a business career of remarkable 
success, and possesses abilities that would 
qualify him for conspicuous usefulness and in- 
fluence in Congress. A citizen of Missouri and 
St. Louis for many years, he has contribut- 
ed largely to the development of the re- 
sources of the State and the railway interests 
of the West, accumulating great wealth and 
énjoying the universal esteem of the public.

WASHINGTON,

FORTY MEN LOST. 

LONDON, February 22.—The wreckage from 
the steamer City of London, from ndon, 
November 13, for New York, which never 
reached its destination, is continually wash- 
ing upon the Irish coast.

Egypt. 

LONDON, February 22.—A Cairo dispatch 
says Consul-General Wolff and the Ameri- 
cans here gave a¢grand banquet in honor of 
Washington’s birthday to the Egyptian Min- 
istry and twenty members of the Egyptian 
Parliament. The Prime Minister, Araby 
Bey, andthe Speaker of the Parliament pro- 
nounced elegant eulogiums on Washington, 
saying his work begun in America had taken 
rootin Egypt. There were 200 guests, in- 
cluding Phelps, Minister at Vienna, Senator 
Emory and the officers of the Lancaster and 
Quinnebaug, now at Alexandria. The French 
and English Consuls-General, and also the 
Comptrollers, expressed the warmest sympa- 
thy with gAmerica, but declined the invita- 
tions. 


Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, February 22.—Lord 
Dufferin, the British Ambassador, and M. 
Tissot,the French Ambassador,have presented 
identical notes to the Porte, replying tothe 
Sultan’s communication on the joint note to 
the Khedive. They maintain that abundant 
precedents exist for direct communication 
with the Khedive.

BOARD. OF TRADE LAW. 


Important Decision to Grain Commis 
siou Men. 
Special to the Post-Dispaten. 

CHICAGO, February 22.—Judge Tuley, in 
the Circuit Court, has rendered a decision 
involving a question of Board of Trade law 
raised in the suit of Kennett and others 
against Culver and others. The firm of Ken- 
nett & Co., of Chicago, made large advances 
to an Iowa firm Known as Evans & Coon in 
crib, the former afterward called on the latter 
on account of a sale of 260,000 bushels of corn 
for future delivery. The Iowa firm refused | 
to respond, contending that under the col- 
iateral bills of szle of corn which were given 
with each advance made by Kennett & Co., 
they were not bound to furnish margins, and 
that Kennett & Co. were bound to advance all 
margins necessary in contracts for sale 
of corn made for future delivery. 
The advances were made on the 
usual form of bill of sale to secure advanees 
upon cornin cribat railroad stations. This 
document Judge Tuley characterized as being 
in effect a chattel mortgage, but ‘not good as 
against third parties, considered either asa 
chattel mortgage ora bill of sale. He held 


that the contract contained in the bill 
of sale must control as to 
the rights of parties without regard 


to the rules or regulations of the Board of 
Trade, and that under the contract it was 
plain that al! the margins necessary to be ad- 
vanced on any contracts of sale for future 
delivery should have been made by Kennett 
& Co., they to receive, when the sale of corn 
was finaliy,closed, interest on such margins so 
advanced and commissions for selling. 


Warfare on Bucket Shops. 

CHIcaGoO, February 22.—The Chteago 
Board of Trade, following in the footsteps of 
the New York Produce Exchange, has in- 
augurated a vigorous warfare against the 
numerous bucket shops which abound in the 
neichborhood of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and proposes hereafter not to allow the Gold 
and Stock Company to furnish these open 
boards with the quotations. The Board of 


Trade quotations are the basis upon which 
the bucket shops do business, and without 
them their occupation will be gone. 


The Oid French Camp.

Scarcely any rainfall is reported through 
the signa! stations to-day, and it is believed 
thatthe lengthened dampness has entirely 
ceased. The weather is clear all over the 
country, with indications of warmth. Até6 
o’clock this morning the ther- 
mometer registered 20°, standing precisely 
as at the same hour yesterday 
morning, but at 10 o’clock the weather had 
moderated to27°, or 3° higher than at the 
same hour yesterday. The cold snap eman- 
ated from the west and northwest, and re- 
ports from that section show a rapid change 
in temperature. Within the past twenty- 
four hours at Omaha, Neb., a change of 22° 
nas been registered, the thermometer stan d- 
Ing yesterday morning at3° above zero and 
this morning at 25 >.

A City Submerged—Live Stock Lost— 
Inunodated Country. 


MEMPHIS, TENN., February 22.—Officials 
of the City of Greenville confirm the report 
published of the sad condition of affairs now 
existing throughout the Mississippi Valley. 
Thousands of men are on constant guard 
along the levees between here and Vicksburg, 
using every possible means to strengthen 
their power of resistance and elevate their 
crests to prevent the water from 

INUNDATING THE WHOLE COUNTRY, 

The Greenviile brought up several thou- 
sands of empty sacks to be used by filling 
with earth to aidin strengthening the em- 
bankments. A batch of 2,500 was put 
off at Bolivar Landing, where danger of 
a break was imminent. Washington, 
Isoquena, Bolivar, Coahuma and Tunica 
counties, Mississippi, in fact the 
whole shore line between Memphis and 
Vicksburg, on the Mississippi side, and the 
whole eastern shore of Arkansas are either 
uncer water or threatened with inundation. 
Theinhabitants of the vast area of country 
are in great distress. Many have been 

FORCED FROM THEIR HOUSES 
and are subsisting the best they may on rafts, 
and some on knolls or parts of old 
levees. The destruction of live stock 
is beyond calculation. The waste 
of property by the great submersion 
is outside the limits of present computation. 
Navigation of the river itself is regarded by 
steamboatmen as dangerous at its present 
stage on account of the great expanse of 
water fin many localities and the Dillowy 
character of the water in places ~ 
SWEPT BY HEAVY GUSTS OF WIND; 
also because of the great difficulty of getting 
to safe ports. Government lights along the 
river are maintained with admirable regu 
larity. These lignts prove of incalculable 
benefit to the steamboatmen, since ali bank 
land-marks have disappeared. Arkansas 
City is completely submerged. Nota single 
house in the city is free from the 
presence of the muddy flood. 
The water there is represented as being eight 
inches bigner than the flood of 1876. Houses 
were built so as to be above the flood-level of 
that year, butinall of them there is from 
seven to eight inches of water,. Between

FEDERAL BARNACLES. 


How Employe ave Drawa Salaries 
for ing Nothing. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 22.—About 


four years ago an annual appropriation of 
$5,000 was granted the Solicitor’s office of the 
Treasury Department, for the purpose of en- 
abling the Solicitor to iook after the tracts of 
land taken by the Government for debts. 
These lands are scattered through twentv- 
seven States, and include thousands of acres. 
A short time ago a_ small sum of 
money was needed to pay the éxpenses 
of an officer who was goi to 


one of the Northern States to sell mp ae of 
land. It was found that nota dollar of the 
fund was available. Upon investigation it 
appeared thatthe whole appropriation had 
been used to assistin maintaining a division for 
keeping the records of captured and aban- 
doned lands. There was need for such di- 
vision shortly after the war, but the business 
was wound up jong ago. The salaries of 
the seven employes in that division, amount- 
ing to $11,200, are still paid, however, 
Five thousand dollars of the above amount 
has been taken from the appropriation re- 
ferred to, aod the remaiaing $6,200 from 
money devoted tothe préservation of Con- 
federate archives. The Solicitor of the 
freasury intends laying the whole matter 
before Secretary Folger for the purpose of 
ascertaining if the money appropriated for 
his office shal! be used in that way.

The police and health 
authorities are puzzled to account for the 
singular disappearance of the womafr with 
whom the deceased had been living, and are 
inclined to place all credence in the Ohio 
woman’s story.

MORGANS PEDESTRIAN FEAT. 

John F. Morgan put in an appearance this 
morning, looking hungry and travel-worn. 
but im good health and spirits, after bis pro- 
lor ged trip from Chicago. Several St. Louis 
Operators, Who went to that city last Satur- 
day, were caught on their return by the floods 
and compeiled to lay up at Springfield, Iil., 
on account of the cessation of railway travel. 
R. 8. McCormick, B. F. Baldwin, Morgan and 
several others were among the unfurtunates 
who were forced tolay over. They were uu- 
able to get away by train, but Morgan got 
tired of laving around that town, and last 
night, bidding his friends good-by, he boldly 
started to tramp to St. Louis, arriying at the 
east end -of the bridge at day- 
break this morving.

This 
was the only statement of his—and he related 
many startling incidents of his escapes from 
flood and fire (water)—that met with any dis- 
credit from his hearers, as they could not un- 
derstand how hecould examine the wheat 
while it was covered with water, tnless he is 
an expert diver. ‘

insurance ‘‘cornered,’”? having taken out in- 
surance upon ail the elevators in this market 
to the fullest extent allowed by the under- 
writers. This can hardly be the case with an 
elevator on the East side, and‘*one, too, in 
which most of the wheat is going that arrives 
from Toledo and points in Indiana, as a party 
who knows states positively that the Febru- 
ary ‘‘shorts” hold ail the insurance on that 
particular elevator, and the clique is obliged 
to move the wheat out of that elevator as fast 
as possibile after it is delivered them, owing 
to their inability to get itinsured: In this 
case the ‘‘shorts”’ have the ‘‘longs” cornered.

A telegram was received late yesterdav from 
Chicago that stated McGeogh had settied up 
over two million bushels long wheat he was 
holding. It is thought the Chicago clique are 
trying to get out of their long wheat.

UNION GENERALE. 


Hew the Bubble Company was Started 
—Incidents iu its Career. 
London Times. 


Fro 
Now that thapUaion Generale is about to 
disappear from the scene it will be of interest 
totrace again in afew linesthe history of 
what wiil have to be ranked among the great 
bubble companies. It was foundedin 1878, 
with a capital of 25,000,000f., by a number of 
amateur financiers, comprising among them 
several well known names belonging to the 
French aristocracy, and was pooh-poohed at 
the time as the Catholic bank. Its beginnings 
were insignificant, but a few months after its 
creation M. Bontoux, an engineer who had 
been employed in the construction of railways 
in Austria, was appointed director, and from 
that time forward the company began to show 
itself ambitious. At the beginning of 1879 it 
doubled its capital; 50,000 new shares were 
issued at a premium of 20f., out of which a 
reserve of 1,000,000f. was formed. This was 
the first of the series of issues at premiums 
on which the company was henceforth to live, 
for it had no discount business of any impor- 
tance. The capital now amounted to 50,000,- 
000f., of which 12,500,000f. were en up. 

In November, 1880, the capital was again 
doubled, 100,000 shares being issued at a pre- 
mium of 175f., which swelled the reserve to 
17,500,000f. Last November the shareholders 
authorized a fresh issue of 100,000 shares at a 
premium of 350f. The date of this issue,how- 
ever, has not arrived, andit, of course, falls 
through. At the meeting at which this issue 
was authorized the shareholders were like- 
wise informed that no dividend would be 
paid, but that the shares would henceforth be 
deemed fully paid. The protits of the year 
were stated to exceed 36,000,000f., and the 
surpluses from previous years to amount to 
25,500,000f., forming a total cf 61,500,000f. 
The 350f. premium onthe new shares to be 
issued would have brought uP the sum to 
97,000,000f. 

Now, it was out of this sum of 97,000,000F., 
in part only existing on paper as yet, that the 

‘rectors took the 750,000,000f. necessary for 
“dering the shares fully paid—a measure 
ich was of doubtful legality, seeing that 
nly 62,500,000f. so far really existed. The 
new shares, however,were sold largely in an- 
ticipation of the issue by the Union Generale 
itself, and the failure of this company wii! 
probabiy save many a purchaser of them 
from severe losses. M. Bontoux brought with 
him his Austrian connections, and it was 
thenceforth chiefiv with Austria that the 


Ungjon Generale concerned itself. It had 

erto participated in the launching of un- 
important home and foreign enterprises. In 
1 it began creations on its own account. 


The first of the series was the Austrian 
Landerbank, which, in turn with the co-op- 
‘eration of the Union Generale and the Vienna 
Bankverein, created the Hungarian Lander- 
bank. Other similar concerns in Styria and 
Bohemia foliowed, all issued at substantial 
premiums, which were almost the only 
source for paymentof interestonthe de- 
posite and capital. These depvsits rose up 
as rapidly as the capital. At the end of 1878 
they amounted to some 8,000,000f.; on the 
3ist of December, 1879, to 35,500,000f.: on 
the 3ist of December, 1880, to 71,000,000f.; 
and onthe 31-t of December, 1881, they ex- 
ceeded 100,000,000f.—a not insignificant sum 
topay interest upon. At the last genera! 
meeting in November, M. Bontoux declared 
the company had kept aloof from all action 
on the market, and that the profits were as 
abovestated. If it only began to buy its 
own shares in the market after that it has 
not taken long to use up all its resources.

Tke Chinese Students at Home. 
From the New York Times. 


A letter just received bya gentleman in 
Hartford from afriend in China tells what 
the students !ately recalled from this country 
are doing. Fifty-one have been distributed 
as follows: Twenty tothe telegraph oftice, 
eight to the medicai school, ten to the torpedo 
school, sevento the mining school, four to 
the Customs Department, and two to the 
Government docks. Therest, about forty in 
number, are atthe naval school in Tientsin. 
A letter from one of the students indicates 
that the official wrath has been somewhat ap- 
peased by the discovery that the boys have 
not forsworn their country and have attained 
real proficiency in many important branches. 
This young man writes cheerfully about bis 
surroundings and prospects, but frankly ad- 
mits that he misses the girls 
more than anything else. He adds: 
“When I wasin Shanghai l went to Sunday 
evening service with my hostess’ daughter, 
who isavery vretty sweet sixteen, arm in 
arm, and you ought to see the people stare at 
us. They would stop in the middle of the 
street and look at us, asif we were so many 
living curiosities. I suppose they never saw 
such a breach of the social etiquette before. 
I had the queerest kind of a Christmas pres- 
ent. What do you suppose it was? I doubt 
if you can guess it, so I’ll tell you. It was a 
promotion, in the shape of a crystal button, 
to the fifth rank. How is that for high? 
There are nine ranks in all, so you see I am 
half way up the ladder. Or course I don’t 
care any about it myself, but I suppose the 
folks at home will think everything of it, as 
getting the cry+tal button at 18 is not an 
eve yday affair.

A Girl of Fifteen Twice Married With- 
in Two Years. 
From the Somerset (Md.) Herald. 

The marriage of Misa Ella Shores to Mr. 
Howard E. White of Dames Quarter District, 
Somerset County, on the Sth inst. deserves 
more than a passing notice. Doubtless 
many of our readers remember Mies Shores 
as the thirteen-year-old bride of Sidney 
Shores; if thev do not, we will refresh their 
memories. On the 5th of February, 1880, the 
Rev. Z. Bowen united the last-named parties 
In marriage; on the $th ofthe same month 
Shores was arrested at his home in Dames 
Quarter, and Rev. Bowen was arrested in 
Mount Vernon, and taken before Justice A. 
C. Robinson, of Princess Anne, and com- 
mitted to jailin defauit ofbail. Miss Shores 
was thirteen years of age, and the step- 
daughter of Sidney Shores, who was between 
thirty-five and forty years oid. In the first 
place the said Sidney had married his uncie’s 
widow, and she had not been dead more than 
two monihs when be induced his wife’s 
daughter by her first husband to marry him. 
The child was too young to know any better, 
and no blame was attached to her. In this 
State a penalty of $500 is imposed upon a man 
for taking to wife a step-daughter, and the 
minister, upon aconviction, is fined $1,500 
for performing the ceremony. 

Both Shores and Bowen were indicted at 
the April term of court, 1880. Both trials took 
place during the same term. Shores was con- 
victed, and a fine of $600 was imposed upon 
him, he to stand committed until fine and cost- 
were paid. The convict Was a poor man, and 
ifthe terms of sentence were to be carried 
out, it looked as though the groom would 
pass the remainder of his days in jail. For- 
tune favored him, however, and he escaped 
from jail on the 20tb of May, 1880, and we 
have not heard from him since. Mr. Bowen 
was tried by jury, and acquitted on the ground 
that he did not know the girl or the affinity 
existing between her and Shores. The whole 
affair created quite a talk at the time, and 
the city papers had a long and inaccurate ac- 
count of it. 

The marriage of Sidney and Ella was set 
aside or annulied by thethe court. The re- 
spective ages of Howard E. White and Ella, 
bis wife, are nineteen and fifteen vears. Sv 
it will be seen that on the same day of the 
game month, two vears after her first mar- 
riage, the said Ella was for the second time 
unitedin the holy bonds of matrimony; aad 
that her last husband is about haifas old as 
the first one. May they live long and pros- 
per.

ASMALL WAR IN THE WEST. 


Citizens of Rival Towns Fighting Over 
the Seat of a Dakota Cuunty. 
From the Ciacinnawi Grzeite. 

The situation in Grant county, Dakota, is 
decidediy warlike over the fignt between Mill- 
bank and Big Stone City for the county-seat. 
Three hundred Miilbankers went to Big 
Stone City, the former county-seat, and voted 
to remove it. Having been pronounced in 
favor of Millbank, they took by force the rec- 
ords of the County Treasurer and the Dis- 
trict Court. The Big Stoners rallied and 
saved the Sheriff’s office and the safes con- 
taining the records of the County Clerk and 
Register, which they still hold by force. 
There are now fully 300 armed men at Big 
Stone, who threaten to shoot any one at- 
temptingto remove the safes. They have 
regular pickets stationed in and around the 
tewn day and night, intercepting every 
traveler coming from Millbank. Recruits 
have been secured from all around the 
county, and itis reported that they have a 
cannon from Brown’s Valley. 

One hundred bales of hay have been made 
Into a barricade, from which tae old County 
Cierk’s Office can be easily covered with 
rifles. The Probate Judge, accompanied by 
a Deputy Sheriff, visited Big Stone and de- 
manded the probate records. They were de- 
refused by armed men standing on 
guard at the door. Several Indians have been 
obtained from Coleaux, armed with guns and 
enlisted by the Big Stone people. New 
records and seals have been ordered by the 
County Commissioners, and the county busi- 
ness is being transacted at Millbank. The 
Milibankers are eager to get possession of the 
rest of the records, and a skirmish is among 
the possibilities.

This order was issued yesterday by the 
Mayor of Chicago, where gambling is not a 
felony under the laws of Illinois. In this city 
the Mayor and President of the Police Board, 
instead of issuing an order like the above, 
publicly and repeatedly invite gambling by 
practically declaring that they will not close 
the dens under any circums'tances—wil! not 
molest them—will do nothing except, per- 
haps, to see that the houses already es- 
tablished bave no competition by newcomers, 
who alone are raided. Then, when the cases 
come before the Criminal Court, Judge 
LAUGHLIN will not try the gamblers, but the 
Legisiature for passing thelaw. And this is 
law and justice in S' Lonis.

INGTON Was not a great soldier when we 
-peak of such soldiers as CASAR, FREDER- 
Ick and NAPOLEON. He was wot a great

as RICHELIEU, CHATHAM and BISMARCK.

He was not @ great politician when we speak 
of such politicians as WALPOLE, BEACONS- 
FIELD and DovuGias. He was no orator, no 
writer. Nevertheless, he was one of the 
greatest of men: worthy of the pedesta: upon 
which the world’s verdict has placed him to 
remain for ever. Great, notin any one qual- 


ity of brain or heart, but great in 
the combination of all the qualities 
necessary for his high task in 
war and in peace. Great in self- 


control, in self-sacrifice, in perfect freedom 
from mean ambition, in absolute devotion to 
duty, in an integrity so sublime that nota 
breath of suspicion has ever touched it, in a 
patriotism so pure and lofty that his name is 
& synonym for patriotism and will so con- 
tinue to remotest ages. The reverential ad- 
miration bestowed upon him by his country- 
men may be, doubtless is, in some respects, 
upreasoning aad unreasonable; but it will be 
asad day forthem and for their country 
when they cease to recognize and appreciate 
the supreme form of greatness embodied in 
GEORGE WASHINGTON. 


WAR IN EURUPE. 

That a crisis is approaching on the Conti- 
nent no one who has watched the course of 
European politics will deny. SKOBELEFF’s 
speech gains its chief significance, not from 
its incendiary declaration of the undying 
hostility of the Slav race to the Teuton alone, 
but from the fact that this utteranceis backed 
and indorsed by the whole course of Russian 
diplomacy since the treaty of Berlin. The 
antagonism between the two races _ is 
as old as the times of the Teutonic 
Knights, and there is nothing in the history 
of the last decade to reconcile the nations. 
German-hatred is & religion with the old 
Russian, and when Germany wrestea from 
tne Czar all that he had won at San Stefano, 
this feeling blazed irto something akin to 
ferocity throughout Muscovy. 

The Gospel of Revenge has been the one 
scripture upon which every party in France 
has united since WILLIAM of Hohenzollern 
was insolently crowned Emperor of Germany 
at Versailles. Theissue which the French 
have nearest totheir hearts is the bumilia- 
tion of Germany and the retrocession of 
Alsace and Lorraine. 

Italy, in pursuance of the policy which she 
has followed for the past thirty years, will 
naturally be ranged against Austria. Trieste 
and the Italian Tyrol are herpresent objec- 
tive points, and Trieste may easily be the 
prize of a successful war. That Italy 1s no 
longer the friend of Germany may beseen as 
plainly in the coquetting of BISMARCK with 
the Pope as in anything else. 

It is against Germany and Austria then, 
thatthe continent is arming. It is united 
Germany against the world. The MRus- 
sian agents in the Slavonic States of Aus- 
tria have been busily at work spreading the 
doctrine of Panslavism. A popular war abroad 
is felt by the counselors of the Czar to be 
the surest means of healing the distracted 
condition of politics at home. SKOBELEFF’s 
speech is the natural result of this feeling. 
He is not afool. He possesses the thorougb 
confidence of IGNATIEFF andthe personal 
friendship of KaTKOFF. Underthe circum- 
stances itis fromjust such a person as SKO- 
BELEFF that we should expect the statement 
of Russia’s intentions. His speech was 
meant not alone for the Servian students, 
towhom it was apparently addressed, but 
for France and for Italy and for Den- 
mark, each of whom are lying in 
wait for Germany. itis a speech which may 
be disavowed with much courteous indigna- 
tion by the Czar, but which will carry his 
message to the people, for whom it is meant. 

What the result will be, time alone can 
tell. The foes of the Teuton have learned 
wisdom by experience, and single-handed 
they have fared but poorly in the German 
grip. Whether the two Kaisers can together 
rule the worid will not be evident until 
Europe fairly reeks with smoke and blood. 


PARtY PROSPECTS. 

It is not often that we find so sensible a 
paragraph inthe Republican as the follow- 
ing: 

‘*Theresult in the coming national cam- 
paign cannot be forecast with any degree of 
certainty. The element of patronage, so 
long and successfully wielded by the Repub- 
licans, eliminated, and the result would be 
easier foretold. The days of Republican rule 
might be numbered. But inatime when the 
issues between the parties are so loosely made 
up and no great overshadowing question is to 
be solved, the power of a patronage 80 great 
as that now in the hands of the dominan; 
party is difficult to be overcome. 

Considering that the Repudlicanis a thick 
and thin party organ, the above may be taken 
as a practical admission that there is no hope 
for Democratic success in 1884. Since 1876, 
when Mr. TILDEN was unquestionably 
elected, the situation has steadily grown 
worse for the Democracy. Then it 
was simple enough—a solid South and'New 
York and Indiana were enough to electa 
Democratic President. Tne South then was 
‘*solid,”? Indiana and New York were Demo- 
cratic, and their respective Governors were 
chosen for President and Vice-President. 

But both New York and Indiana have Re- 
publican Governurs to-day. The ‘‘solid’’ 
South is broken. Virginia has a Republican 
Governor and two Republican Senaters, for 
‘*Readjuster’’ is only a very thin and tem- 
porary disguise for Republican. Even Ten- 
nessee hasa Repubiican Governor and Mis- 
souri five Republican Congressmen. And 
now on top of all this TAMMANY openly de- 
serts the Democratic organization in New 
York, allying itself with the Republicans, 
and the new apportionment gives the 
Republicans at least a gain of a 
dozen important electoral votes in 
the States of Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska 
and Minnesota. Still worse, the control o1 
both houses of Congress and the Executive 
will enable the Republicans to make new 
States, and Dakota and Washington Territory 
will be Republican States before 1884. Thus 
it will be seen that there is really no possibie 
prospect for Democratic success in 1884 ex- 


cept in the contingency of a great Republican 
splitand break-up. But that is not likely 
to oecur. 

If over-hopeful Democrats depend upon 
the folly of their enemies rather than their 
own merit they will surely be fooled. The 
naked truth and stubborn fact is thet a Dem: 
ocratic nomination in 1884 will mean and 
only make certain Republican success. The 
Republicans can carry the election, and did, 
without New York. The Democrats cannot. 
The Republicans cangcarry the election, 
and did, without the “solid South.” 
The Democrats cannot. The Republicans 
can carry the election, and did, without 
Indiana. The Democrats cannot. Look 
wherever they may, Demuvcrats find no hope 
in their own condition—only some forced 
hope in the remote possibility of the division 


of their enemies. 
The ancient Democratic brethren may as 


well recognize the truth. If they 
want the Republicans defeated in 1884, 
they cannot do it with a Democrat. 


The Democrats must seek a coalition with a 
wing of the Republican party and support a 
Republican. That is the only way which may 
insure asplit inthe Republican party. But 


that, of course, would lead to a reorganiza- | 


tion of both parties on new issues and under 
new leadership. Even the Republican be- 
gins to see that the day has passed 
for a “regular” Democratic nomina- 
tion, for it significantly says that **We 
are approaching an era of experiments, and 
that the next national struggie may bring 
about some queer associations.” Yes, and 
the sooner the break comes the better. For 
the Republican party has as much rascality 
as the Democrats have donkeyism.

OBERLIN, O., February 22.—A real tem- 
perance war is being waged inthis place. It 
has been the determination of the people from 
the time the town was founded that it should 
be free from saloons or anything looking like 
the liquor traffic. Until recentiy this has been 
successful, but it has now become a town of 
some 3,000 inhabitants, and there are a con- 


| siderable number of people here who would 


buy liquor if they had a chance. Last August 
there were two or three saloons started 
almost simultaneously. After indulging in 
all the means that could be devised, it was 
finally decided that there was no use in con- 
tinuing the crusade against the saloons so 
long as the drug stores in town continued to 
sell liquor on prescriptiong and otherwise. 
Mr. Rowland, one of thesd@j druggists, so the 
temperance people claim, was prevailed upon 
to draw up an agreement for all the druggists 
to sign, to the effect that 
THEY WOULD NOT SELL ANY LIQUORS 

on any account; that they would not keep it 
even for medical purposes. With this the 
saloons Were closed, and peace and temper- 
ance reigned for some time. Finally Row- 
land sold out to a young man by the name of 
Bronson, who immediately began to sell 
liquor on prescription after the manner of 
drug stores in general. As the temperance 
people claim, he soid in a miscellaneous way 
to all comers wbo had the necessary cash. It 
is claimed by some that Mr. Rowland still in 
reality is back of all these movements and is 
backing Bronson. For a month or six 
weeks past the excitement has been getting 
higher and higher. Brouoson has been pleaded 
with by committees of bus. ness men, women 
and college professors, but he bas remained 
obdurate, and claimed that he knew his own 
business, and should continue to follow it to 
hie own liking.

One of the improvements for the detection 
of criminals in large cities, made about 
twenty five years ago, was the establishment 
of the Rogues’ Galiery, which soon proved 
its worth to the police. It is the most im- 
portant feature of the present alleged per- 
fected police systems followed inthe metro- 
poles of the world. Just who in- 
vented the gallery, and the date of 
its introduction, are facts that surpassed 
the research of the St. Louis department in 
criminal history. The St. Louis gallery is in 
many respects superior to those of larger 
cities in thiscountry. It was established 
during the chiefship of Capt. James McDon- 
ough and now contains 1,240 classified pic- 
tures, among which are many of great worth 
to the Police Department, being the only 
photos of well-known crooks. The gallery is 
located in the Chief’s private office, in the 


west end of the police wing of 
the Four Courts. Along the walls 
are hung the cases containing the 


ee. each of which bears a small tag 
arluga number and a letter. All the pic- 
tures are classified, and the names of tne 
originals catalogued. The letter refers to the 
directory andthe number tothe paragraph 
containing the description and statements 
concerning the man. Attached to one of the 
pictures is a label marked ‘806, a.’’ Refer- 
ence to the directory discovers the following 
entry: 

Name, John Mitchell, alias Rattle Snake 
Jack. Age, forty-two years; height, 
five feet eight and three-fourth, 
inches; hair dark, mixed with 
gravy, whiskers and mustache same; 
complexion, hyht; ink anchor on left wrist;

PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


How the Personalty Returns are Un- 
derestimated.

The Great Loss to the City of St. 
Louis on Account of Dis- 
honest Returns,

An Analysis of the Parts of Personalty 
—$55,000,000 Withheld From 
the Assessor. 


The personal returns of St. Louis, as 
shown in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH, have 
opened the eyes of the public. A great many 
people who only knew about, tax- 
dodging just what they read about it 
have run down the columns of figures there 
presented and have expressed great surprise 


at tha result. 
‘““Why,”? said one prominent citizen at the 


Southern last night, **I] was inclined to doubt 
the statements made in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, but the columns of figures prove 
their truth. if we are being 
swindled in this way, it is time 
that we ceased paying taxes altogether.” 
‘*No,” said another gentieman, ‘‘but it is 


time that the citizens began to second the 
efforts of the PosT- DISPATCH, and thatthe 
tax-dodgers should be made to know that 


they are committing a grave offense 
against the law. They are steal- 
ing, and from hard-working citizens 


and honest men. They are responsible fora 
large part of our bonded indebtedness and 
for the miserable condition of our streets. 
We ought to see that something is done, and 
done immediately.’”’ 

That the speakers are right and that the 
returns pubiisbed are simply a huge hoax, an 
analiveis of the figures will show. 

The returpbs, as published yesterday, show 
the totals of personalty for the year 1881 
to be $27,466,760. This, however, was after- 
wards acved upon by the board, and it was 
reduced to the following totals, as taken from 
the Assessor’s books: 

THE DETAILED RETURNS. 


Peopie not familiar with techniciiities do 
not understand the wide meaning of the term 
personal property. It includes everything 
owned in the city except real estate—except 
the bare land and buildings. It means every 
article of furniture, every piano, organ, vio- 
lin, bedstead, stove, carpet, sofa, table, hog, 
cow, horse, mule, jennet; all the watches, 
chains, bracelets, lockets, rings, diamonds, 
books, carriages, buggies, phatons, harness, 
ailnotes and bonds; in fact, everything con- 
ceivahle that is not land or improvements on it. 
A8 near 2s can be gathered from statistics, 
there are 42,000 houses in St. Louis, and the 
foregoing sum, thus divided, would make the 
average return for each house $620 nearly. 
Taking the figures, item by item, it will be 
seen to how much the shortage in each 
amounts. It mightas well be stated in the 
beginning that many persons who were con- 
suited about the facts were reluctantto speak, 
and were especially anxious not to have their 
names mentioned for fear of offending 
wealthy patrons who are among the ranks of 
the revenue stealers. in regard to the first 
class of property on the list, viz., horses, a 
well known expert ws consuited. 

‘*How many horses are there in St. Louis?”

OSCAR WILDE’S ONLY APPEARANCE IN ST. 
LOUIS. 


The sale of seats began yesterday at Balmer 
& Weber’s for the only lecture of Oscar Wilde 
in this city, at Mercantiie Library Hall, and 
during the day a very large number of tickets 
were disposed of. This extraordinary com- 
mencement presages a crowded house and it 
is possible that standing-room may not be 
available. ‘Khe coming of this distin- 
guished poet and lecturer should receive uni- 
versal consideration, as his genius 
and his abilities entitle him to 


respect and the kindliest hearing. The name 
of Oscar Wilde is familiar to-day among all 
English-speaking people, and yet he has but 
recently completed his twenty-sixth year. 
Such remarkable reputation cannot be ac- 
quired at such an age without the stimulus 
of a naturally great mind,for the world is not 


given to listening to every song 
that is sung, or the encourage- 
ment of untried ambition. There 


is evidently something beyond the ordinary 
in the philosophy of Oscar Wilde, or else the 
people of this country, like those of England, 
would seareely consider his efforts with the 
respect due to genius. The New York Sun 
has the following notice of him: ‘‘Like 
a true poet, Mr. Wilde is not didactic. 
He has apparently no lesson to impart 
other than the old Greek one, that 
beauty, whether in art or nature, in woman’s 
form or in the lily, is paramountto all ma- 
terialism; that a network of railroads and all 
the devices of civilization do not necessarily 
help men on to true happiness; that God’s 
flowers are more to be prized than man’s 
factories; that there is that in the world which 
is betterthan gold and better than the luxury 
that with base merchandise piles up the gate 
where pobler thoughts and deeds should 
enter by.’’ It is not startling that Oscar Wilde 
should be exaggerate among those 
who deem him a revoiutionist, for all revolu- 
tionary thoughts and deeds are necessarilv 
extreme; else the element of revolution 
would be wanting. It is the dignity of the 
thought and the nobility of the action that 
causes it to be considered at ali. Such

ONE MILL AT WORK. 


Judge Lindley and a Jury Grinding 
Away at a Broker's Suit. 


The peculiar spectacie of a court in session 
and ajury in attendance under the dome on 
alegal holiday was presented this morning. 
Every public department at the Court-house 
was closed for the day, and the Circuit 
Clerk’s office was locked, but one of the 
Circuit Courts, No. 4, Judge 


Lindley’s division, remained open, access 
to which was afforded through the western 
entrance, corridor and staircase. A morn- 
ing paper was led into error in announcing 
the cause of Judge Lindley’s session of 
court, which it styled as a ‘‘*breach of de- 
corum” according to the statutes on legal 
holidavs. It seems that the trial of the op- 
tion contract suit E. A. Kent etal. against 
E. B. Miltenberger was not concluded last 
evening at 5 o’clock, and it became necessary) 
either to close the case last night or return 
this morning for that purpose. Judge Lind- 
ley put the matter to the jury,exp!aining that 
to-day was a legal holiday, and asked whether 
they would prefer to go on last night 
or come back this morning. The jury 
unanimously agreed to return and fivish this 
case to day, and counsel on either side,Given 
Campbeil and Overall & Judson, agreed 
that to-day’s entry should stand as of yester- 
day, thus avoiding legal defect. The court- 


room was accordingly steamed up, and 
this morning at balf-past ten 
o’clock the jury resumed seats 


in the box, counse! came in with instructions 
for approval of the court and the seats out- 
side the bar were occupied by that mysteri- 
ous, nondescript element loafing around the 
cau'ts during the winter forthe sake of the 
warm h and shelter. Given Campbell pre- 
sented himself in new holiday 
attire after the Oscar Wilde 
order, neglige, and Messrs. Overall and Jud- 
son Came prepared to fittingiv honor the day 
with some infusion of loyalty in their address 
tothe jury. The suit which has heid the 
court and twelve men to duty to-day has 
been referred to already in these columns. 
The claim is that of E. A. Kent & 
Co., grain brokers, against E. B. 
Miltenberger for $2,698 25 commissions on 
account of sales of wheat fur the defendant. 
The courts have held repeatedly that where 
no uelivery of wheat is intended, transactions 
of that character can only be construed as 
wager contracts, and, therefore, not 
vahd. In this case the defendants 
set up &@ corner in wheat as figuring in some 
features of the basis of the broker’s claim as 
commission for sales of wheat. As this did 
not represent the actual market value of the 
wheat at the time,it was contended that a 
commission on an inflated price could not in 
any case be recovered. 


GOING FOR THE GAMBLERS. 


A Batch of New Indictments Found by 
the Grand Jury. 


The impression has gone out that the 
bottom is once again knocked out of the 
prosecution of the gamblers. Motions 
to quash are pending, and a plea to jurisdic- 
tion is set down for hearing in the Criminal 
Court on St. Patrick’s Day. A ferret of the 


PosT-DISPATCH,however, has discovered that 
new indictments were prepared last week in 
all of the gambling cases now pending and 


are now under consideration by the grand 
juryin session atthe Four Courts. ‘lbhese 
new indictments bad anticipated ali the 


points taken in the motion to quash which in 
the opinion of the attorneys for the prose- 
cution were such ascould be taken advantage 
of and it is believed that they possess the 
necessarv s.icking qualities. Prob- 
ubly the new batch will be returned 
to-morrow. Circuit Attorney Harris _ is 
assisted in the gambling prosecutions by 
United States District Attorney Bliss, who 
has been specially retained for 
the purpose. The motion to quash 
is perhaps not so important a movement 
of the defense as the plea to jurisdiction. 
Messrs Jeff Chandler, Patrick & Frank and 
F. D. Turner contend that the Johnson law 
is unconstitutional because: 
1. It did not clearly express in its title the 

subject of the act of which itis amendatory. 

29. The act Was not read on three different 
daysin the House and Senate prior to pas- 
sage. 

3. There was an omission in the bill as 
printed for the use of the members. 

4. The bill was finally passed without be- 
ing reported. 

5. The bill was not voted upon in the form 
in which it appears. 

6. The act is unconstitutional and void. 

The Criminal Court granted time until March 


17 for the defense to take depusitions 
of the members of the Legisiature 
in . support of the above plea. 
Counse! for the prosecution take exception 
to this and sav that such evidence 
is not competent, that the 
journals of the House and _ Senate 
furnish in record the highest evidence. 
The cases are set for trial in the 
Criminal Court March 2th. It 1s 


well understood that the Junnson law makes 
the conduct of gambling a felony and pro- 
vides punishment of two to five years in 
the penitentiary or six to twelve 
months in the jail. Public in- 
terest attaches to this prosecution in the 
strongest degree and it is thought that at 
length the gamblers will meet their deserts.

A KING’S OUTFIT. 


How the Kiog of Stam is Furnishing 
His Palace. 

From the London Telegraph. 

The orders from the King of Siam for the 
furnishing of the new royal palace at Bang- 
kok bave created a sensation in Spitalfields, 
where silk has been speclally manufactured 
to supply the largest demand for any one 
order since the furnishing of the paluce of 
the late Vicerov of Egypt. The furniture for 
which this London silk bas been required 
makes a pretty show at present in the estab- 
lishment of Messrs. Jackson & Graham, of 
Oxford street, who have been entrusted with 
the execution of the order, and who show 
also the plan of the new palace for which the 
furniture has been designed. Pupular inter- 
est seems to center in the wonderful royal 
bedstead, quite an edifice in itself. . It is 
fourteen feet wide and twenty feet high, and 
has a dome-like canopy lined with rose- 


colored silk. It has the appearance 
of three European beds joined 
in one, the center part of the bed 


being about a foot higher than the sides. 
The miterial is walnut elaborately carved and 
gilt. The chief decoration of the carver rep- 
resents the triple-headed elephant, the im- 
perial crown, and the state umbrellas, which 
compose the royal arms. ‘These arms are 
woven in, imprinted, or carved, on the fur- 
niture and upholstery of all the different 
apartments. For tne queen’s drawing: room 
all the furniture is gilt, even to the Erard 
piano, and chairs ana couches are covered 
with rich fancy silks. Fur the dining-room 
the side-board is of royal dimeusions, eight- 
een feet wide and as many feet high. It ts of 
solid mahogany, and is adorned with fine 
carving. There are furnishings also for the 
King’s study and news-room, including 4 
writing desk which is the envy of those who 
see it, for the council chamber, the audience 
chamber, the aquarium, the smoking-room 
and the various otber apartments. To exe- 
cute this large order several of the ware- 
rooms of Messrs. Jackson & Graham have 
been for some montbs turned into workshops. 
The important business of packing wiil tuke 
some time, and the shipment takes place 
during the present month. 


What the Survival of the Fittest Costs. 
From the London Sanitary Kecord. 

It has been calculated by a recent writer on 
vital statistics that of ten children born in 
Norway alittle over seven reach their twen- 
tieth year; that in Eugland and the United 
States of America somewhat less than seven 
reach that stage; that in France only five 
reach it, and in Ireland less than five. He teils 
us thatia Norway, out of 10,000 born, rather 
more than one out of three reaches the age of 
seventy; in Kngiand one out of four; in the 
United States, if both sexes be computed, less 
than one out of four; in France less thau one 
out of eight, and in lreiand less than one out 
of eleven, and he adds this significant com- 
putalion, based on what he cailed the com- 
mercial view of the vital question. In pro- 
ducing dead machinery the cost of ail 
that is broken in the mak ng is charg- 
ed to the cost ef that which is com- 
pleted. lf we estimate by this same rule the 
cust of rearing children to manhood, if we 
calculate uy the number of years lived by 
those who fell with the years of those who 
passed successfully to manhood, there would 
b. found between the two extremes pre- 
sented in Norway and Ireland—voth, be it 
Observed, unpvatural—a joss of 120 per cent 
vreater lu the first year of life, 75> per cent 
greater in the first fuur years of life, and 120 
per cent greater in ibe years between tne 
fifth andthe twentieth, in Ireland than in 
Norway. iu Norway the average length of 
iife of the effective population is 3¥ and 
rather morethan a half years, in England 35+ 
years, in France not quite 33 years, and in 
lreland not quite 29 years. Thus, again com- 
paring the best with the worst of a scale of 
VitaJity, in which both are bad, in Norway 
the proportion of the population that reaches 
20 survives nearly 40 years, or four-fifths of 
the effective perivd, to contribute to the 
wealth of the community, whilein Ireland the 
same proportion survives less than 29, or 
considerably under three-fifths of the effect- 
ve period.
